Deputy Chief of Staff 
North Vietnam- 
ese army re 
cently circulated 
a statement say: 
ing, “Our poliey 
is to continue 
fighting until we 
can fight and 
negotiate at the 
same time,’ 
That is reminis 
cent of what 
happened in 
Korea where 
some of the most 
bloody — fighting 
took place dur- 
ing the truce negotiations. More 
Americans were killed during 
the truce talks than before, That 
could very well happen in South 
Vietnam. 

We know that the Communists 
are just as ready, and even move 
so, to use negotiations to gain 
their ends than to try to do so 
by military effort alone. Negotia- 
tions are still going on in Korea 
after eighteen years of truce. 
Meanwhile the North, Korean 
government continues its aggrre- 
sive action against the Seoul 
fovernment and the United 
States. The consequences of the 
failure to win the war in Korea 
may be far more disastrous than 
we think. It would be just as 
foolish, or more so, to repeat the 
mistake in Vietnam. 

The Communists do not want 
peace. Their aim is to destroy 
America, While they use hot war 
wherever they think it profitable, 
their chief weapon is cold war. 
Interminable, never-ending ne- 
gotiation is one of their best 
cold war tactics. Others are the 
exploitation of the race prob- 
lem, propagandizing for pro- 
grams that cause our country to 
spend itself to death, corrupting 
pushing dope and ob- 
seenity, fomenting fun-making 
campaigns and terrorism against 
patriots who try to warn of Com- 
munist subversion. 

To take the bait in South 
Vietnam and enter into never- 
ending negotiations which the 
Communists would regard as 
only a supplement to their con- 
tinuing military activities, would 
be supreme folly and stupidity.
